Paperwork Credit 
Is Good Idea 


Soon the nation’s taxpayers once 
again will be enmeshed in filling out 
and filing tax returns, schedules and 
supporting documents in the annual 
exercise which no doubt causes more 
tem pers to become undone than any 
other. Tax returns may be the most 
obvious paperwork required by the 
federal government, but they are far 
from the only ones. 
By one estim ate, 10 billion forms 
and reports are required by the federal 
government to be filed every year. The 
cost to those who must do the filing has 
been estimated at $40 billion. 
Nearly everyone engaged in the 
tedious task of filing these reports 
asks himself at some lime whether it 
is all nec'essary. A bill introduced by 
two members of the U.S. Senate would 
cause federal officials to ask that same 
question. 
Under the proposal subm itted by 
Sens. Russel B. Long, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, and Uoyd 
Bentsen, partial compensation in the 
form of tax credits would be given in­ 
dividuals and businesses required to 
file federal reports. Individuals would 
be granted a minimum credit of $1 per 
form, corporations a minimum of $2 
and small businesses $3. 
The purpose, explain the sponsors, 
IS to force paperwork originators to 
determine whether it is worth the cost 
to their agency or department budget. 
It is an innovative idea, one which 
would place some of the burden at the 
source for a change.

ORLANDO, Fla. — Selected 
associates of Ronald Reagan 
are beginning to believe that 
the fight for the Republican 
presidential nomination will 
end -- one way or the other — 
in Florida’s May 9 primary. 
The feeling is that if Reagan 
wins in New Hampshire, then 
repeats the victory hefe, the 
public will thereafter abandon 
a President so weak. But if 
Reagan stumbles in either 
state, momentum will be lost 
against a seated chief execu­ 
tive, possibly for good. 
Though speculation, this kind 
of foreward to the 1976 cam­ 
paign is an indictment of the 
way the political parties choose 
their heroes. Clearly, neither 
Ford nor Reagan are popular 
enough for voters in just two 
small states to make the na­ 
tional decision between them. 
Yet it could happen. It has 
happened. The downfall of 
Lyndon Johnson, it’s remem­ 
bered, began in 1968’s New 
Hampshire 
primary 
when 
Eugene McCarthy and the 
voters combined for the coup. 
There is a word for this kind 
of political shaking out: risky. 
Emotions of the moment are 
weak roots for democratic 
leadership. Yet the American 
system of staggered primary 
selection virtually assures that 
emotions — and theatrics and 
mindless energy — will play a 
principal role in party king- 
making. Few candidates can 
survive 30 primaries as states­ 
men; merely the best salesmen 
are there at the end. 
To be sure, hawking is the 
chief strategy for both sides in 
Florida’s Republican race. And 
it is embittered, somewhat 
hate-filled hawking as well. 
Taking a page from his mentor 
- benefactor. Ford is gearing 
up to sell the voters the idea he 
is their President. To counter, 
Reagan is peddling the idea he 
is their last hope, promising 
such exaggerations as a 23 per 
cent tax and $90 bilUon budget 
cut. Meanwhile, both stahs 
spend great amounts of time 
belittling each other, all the 
while insisting, with small 


evidence, that given the alter­ 
native their champions will 
have no worries on election 
day. 
This 
drumming 
involves 
huge sums of money, of course, 
about $1.9 million altogether, 
or $4 for each of the votes that 
will be cast. Not surprisingly it 
also involves some highly sus­ 
picious 
morality: 
Reagan’s 
people insist Ford’s people 
have taken a poll which gives 
the President a mere single 
point advantage among ques­ 
tioned voters. Ford’s people 
say all polls show the President 
leading comfortably. Ho hum. 
Nonetheless, somebody is ly­ 
ing, or at least misrepresent­ 
ing. 
There are those here who 
wonder about the profit of all 
this 
salesmanship. 
Noting 
soberly that “We Republicans 
are a relatively small group of 
people,” 
Ford 
campaign 
publicist John Coleman also 
reminds that the division of 
fractions 
produces 
even 
smaller fractions. Yet at the 
same time he admits to no 
responsibility on 
his side: 
“We’ve got a President in of­ 
fice, we’ve got the incumbency 
advantage, why does this other 
guy want to step in and mess 
things up?’’ 
In essence the primaries are 
a time of suspended meaning­ 
fulness, and of immobilized 
creativity. The idea is not to be 
brilliant but successful, to 
cater to the greatest number of 
special interest groups, to 
charm the largest percentage 
of the computer listings, to 
solicit the most important of 
the party’s powerful. Promise 
them anything, like a 23 per 
cent tax cut, but get them all 
on the right side. 
It Ls shabby business, to say 
the least, one that does not 
bode well for anything but four 
more years of four more years. 
Check that. The primaries also 
tend to reinforce the conviction 
among legions of concerned 
Americans 
that 
whatever 
hasn’t happened in pohtlcs will 
happen, and that when it does 
no one will be safe from it. 


Move To Revive 


Spoils System 


W ASHINGTON - The Senate 
seems prepared to approve 
after the Christmas recess a 
so-called reform that is really a 
step backward into the spoils 
system. 
'rhe legislation would repeal 
the 36-year-old Hatch Act, 
which has protected the na­ 
tion’s 2.8 million Federal civil 
servants from political pres­ 
sures. 
It would remove all restric­ 
tions on political activity, leav­ 
ing them entirely vulnerable to 
coercion from their superiors, 
on whom they must depend for 
promotions and good working 
conditions. 
Since 
their 
superiors are politically ap­ 
pointed, this will give an in­ 
cumbent president and his 
party vastly more control over 
the 
bureaucracy 
than 
any 
modern president has here­ 
tofore enjoyed. 
Such control is less likely to 
incriiase efficiency than blatant 
partisanship, which is not a 
healthy government attitude. 
The strength of the Executive 
Branch has been its army of 
dedicated civil servants who 
want to carry out the laws 
fairly 
and 
professionally, 
regardless of political whimsy. 
In theory, the congressional 
sentiment for removing the 
Hatch Act stems from a noble 
conc'ern that public employees 
not be denied their constitu­ 
tional right to participate in the 
democratic process. 
Democratic 
congressmen 
heavily favor repeal; there is a 
widely held, though unproven, 
assumption that a majority of 
Federal workers are secretly 
Democrats and that given the 
chance they would happily 
work 
for 
Democratic 
can- 
didatt's. 
The AFL-CIO also favors 
repeal; union leaders are eager 
to 
turn 
the 
Federal 
bureaucracy into a giant union 
and feel the Hatch Act hampers 
those efforts. 


The House approved this re­ 
treat into the spoils system by 
a surprisingly overwhelming 
vote last month, which con­ 
siderably strengthened chances 
for Senate passage. The Senate 
Post Office and Civil Service 
CVMiimlttee has already cleared 
the bill and it is scheduled to 
be voted upon in January. 
The 
measure 
contains 
prohibitions on the use of of­ 
ficial authority to influence 
political activity or votes and 
limits the solicitation of con­ 
tributions, the use of money to 
influence votes and activity 
during working hours and on 
government property. 
They 
aren’t worth the paper on 
which they are written. 
Realistically, they offer no 
protection to workers who don’t 
want to face the censorship of 
tlteir superiors, no overt pres­ 
sure is necessary*; any employe 
who wants to please his boss 
can figure out what is expected 
of him. 
Politicization of the civil 
service will be the inevitable 
outcome of this measure. It 
would end government as we 
know it and profoundly change 
the political scene in ways too' 
varied to contemplate. Imagine 
wliat n^ght have happened had 
President Nixon been able ta 
command his entire Federal; 
bureaucracy to carry out his- 
pleas to harass his “enemies! 
list.”

Hopefully, President For(t 
will veto the measure amt

each measure, Ford was sub- 
jected to extreme pressure from 
many groups, but especially 
from within his own Republican 
party. 


Administration sources say

ranged from intimations from 
party conservatives that he 
could lose political support to 
his GOP challenger, Ronald 
Reagan, to outright financial 
pressure in which contributors 
pointedly showed they could and 


would withhold funds from the 
Ford campaign. 


Reagan, the former California 


governor seeking to take the 
GOP presidential nomination 
away from Ford( urged velo of 
all three of the controversial 
' bills, winning favor from pnrty 
conservatives whose views his 
stand reflected. .Veto of the trio 
also was endorsed by the recent 
Soutliern 
Republican 


Conference in Houston, which 
greeted Reagan warmly but 
subjected Ford representatives 
to tough questioning on issues 
close to the hearts of conserva- 
tives. 


Even after Ford changed 


positions in an effort to follow 
the conservative line, Heagan 
forces charged Ford's actions 
indicated "more indecision and 


vacillations on the issues." 


Veto of the picketing bill, 


strongly backed by the labor 
lobby, may have cost Ford the 
services of Labor Secretary 
John T. Dunlop, who wrote the 
measure with Ford's blessing. 
Du'nlbp said Wednesday ire 
wants to take two or three weeks 
to think about whether he 
should quit. 


The President had promised 


Dunlop he would sign the bill, 
which included provisions to aid 
iin the settlement of construction 
industry disputes. But Ford 
called Dunlop into his office 
Monday, before he came to Vail 
for a Christmas vacation, and 
told him he had changed his 
mind and would veto the 
measure.

Her kidnapping had 
l)et*n the fourth on the list of top 
news stories last year.

buds or fruit at harxest time. 
Another speaker at the weed 
conference.

.Michigan State university crop 
and soil scientist, said Roundup 
and another new chemical, ben- 
tazon (known at Basagran), 
sc'em effective in the c*ontrol of 
yellow nutsedge in corn and 
soybeans.

tlK‘ nwnthly Chicago Reporter surveyed seven high schools \shich 
draw more than 2,(KM) white suburban and city teen-agers to 
mostly black city neighborhoods. 
The students commute by public transportation, private car or 
sch(M)l bus because their parents think the education at the end ol 
the trip is worth it. the newsletter said. Six of the schools are 
private, while one is public. Three Catholic high schools \^ere 
noted for their strong academic programs and the high percen­ 
tage of their graduates who go on to college, the ReiK»rter said 
Religious education, strict discipline and the loyalty of alumni 
were attractions for some parents. 
The schools are U h) High School, De La Salle Institute, St. 
Ignatius College Prep and Mount Carmel High School, all Catholic 
schools; St. Mary’s Center for Learning and Harvard-St. (leorge 
School, both private, nondenominational schools; and Whitney M 
Young Magnet High School, a public schmil.

Income Tax Forms On The Way

WASHINGTON (AP) - Along 
\\ith 
bills 
for 
Christmas 
purchases, Americans soon will 
n'ceive another perennial piece 
of year*end mail — their income 
tax forms. 
The Postal Service says it will 
begin delivering the forms 
today to homes and businesses 
around the country. The mailing 
of the 84 million forms may be 
the largest single mailing in 
American history, the Postal 
St*r\ice says. 
In 
most cases, 
taxpayers 
won’t be able to fill out the 
forms until next month, when 
employers send out statem ents 
of earnings and withholdings. 
The forms must be completed 
and returned by April 15, 197H. 
This year’s tax form includes 
several new items, including 
those to list credits for personal 
exemptiftns and earned income. 
Thesi» additions were made 


necessary by a lax law passed 
this year. 
The form also includes space 
to fill in demographic informa­ 
tion for the C ensus Bureau. The 
census questions ask the tax- 
fjayer's city or town, whether he 
lives within the corporate or 
county limits and his state. 
“ The format looks the same 
this year. It will be red, white 
and blue again.” a spokesman 
for the Internal Revenue Sen ice 
said. 
The forms again will again 
allow taxpayers to designate $1 


to the presidential election 
campaign fund. 
New taxpayers, who will not 
\)C receiving tax forms in th(‘ 
mail, can obtain them at IRS 
offices and at many banks and 
|)Ost offic*es. 
The Postal Service refused to 
give its employes a day off 
today, although President Ford 
dec‘lared the day after Christ­ 
mas a holiday for other federal 
workers. 
The Postal Serv ice, which is 
running up a deficit of nearly $7 
million per day, says it will save 


S24 million by the action. If 
Friday had been declared a 
holiday for postal workers, the 
additional $24 million would 
have to have been paid in 
premiums for holiday work. 
The Postal Service is using 
some 3H0 vans to transport the 
tax forms from printers in 
(iallatin, Tenn.; Green Bay, 
Wis.; and Warsaw, Ind., to 317 
I)f»stal management sectional 
c(>nters. .\t the centers, the tax 
forms will be sorted and dis­ 
tributed to local post offices, the 
P(»stal StTvice said.

Proxmire said the GAO report 


shows: 


—"The 
Federal 
Reserve 


Board spends nearly $i,OUU per 
employe fer office space for Its 
Washington employes. This is 
six limes the amount spent by 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


—"Washington employes of 


the comptroller of the currency 
enjoy almost twice the amount 
of space compared to employes 
'of other regulatory agencies 
with comparable responsibili- 
ties.-"In 
1974, the Federal 


Reserve Board spent over $3,000 
per employe for furniture, fix- 
tures and equipment for each 
Washington employe. This Is 10 
times the amount spent by the 


agency thai regulates credit 
unions. 


—"The award for junketing 


goes to the Washington office of 
the comptroller of the currency. 
Travel costs per employe in 197-1 


were almost SMIKl. This is more 
than three times the amount 
spent, by the SEC and more than 
double'the amount spent by the 
FDIC." 


Proxmire said "these lavish 


expenditures for space, travel 
and furniture are not surpris- 
ing" since the three agencies 
are outside the regular budget 
process and do not have to come 
to Congress for their money.

There were 2,850 votes for the 
two assassination attempts in 
September against Ford. Miss 
Hearst's capture, "also in Sep- 
tember, was close behind with 
2,803 votes. Her kidnapping had 
been the fourth on the list of top 
news stories last year. 


The Watergate scandal was 


the top story of 1974. This year, 
the editors and news directors 
placed Watergate aftermath 
stories seventh, with 1,351 votes. '

be receiving tax forms in the 
mail, can obtain them at IRS 
offices and at many banks and 
post offices.
